69. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 35, wherein the olidgodeoxynucleotide 
comprises the nucleic acid sequence set forth as SEQ ID NO: 1 9. 

70. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 35, wherein the oligodeoxy nucleotide 
consists of the nucleic acid sequence set forth as SEQ ID NO: 21 . 

71 . (Previously Presented) The method of claim 35, wherein the olidgodeoxynucleotide 
consists of the nucleic acid sequence set forth as SEQ ID NO: 14. 

72. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 35, wherein the olidgodeoxynucleotide 
consists of the nucleic acid sequence set forth as SEQ ID NO: 18. 

73. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 35, wherein the olidgodeoxynucleotide 
consists of the nucleic acid sequence set forth as SEQ ID NO: 19. 

74. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 35, wherein the olidgodeoxynucleotide 
consists of the nucleic acid sequence set forth as SEQ ID NO: 21 .
